I'niess  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bills  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item.

A  GOTHIC  TAPESTRY

massc  green  robe,  edged  with  ermine,  and  tall  mauve  hennin, 
standing  beside  a  youth  in  blue  doublet  and  tan  hose  and  wear- 
ing a  crimson  velvet  cap  with  long  pendant;  they  represent  bride 
and  groom  and  are  posed  before  a  rose-lined  blue  canopy,  the 
folds  of  which  are  held  up  by  two  angels.  At  the  left  of  the 
bride  is  a  flowering  shrub  in  a  jardiniere,  towards  which  her 
hand  is  outstretched;  the  bridegroom  holds  a  light  cane  with 
which  he  caresses  a  pet  dog.  Bluish  green  background  woven 
with  a  series  of  graceful  sprays  of  carnations,  convolvulus,  pop- 
pies, and  other  flowers  in  the  familiar  and  beautiful  style  of  the 
Gothic  viillefleurs.  The  whole  is  edged  with  a  plain  border  in 
three  colors.  The  tapestry  needs  small  repairs,  but  the  colora- 
tion is  exceptionally  rich.

Note:  This  extremely  interesting  tapestry  is  a  variation  of  an 
almost  identical  marriage  tapestry  in  the  Musee  des  Arts  Decoratifs, 
Paris,  executed  probably  in  Touraine  about  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth 
century  and  also  of  Spanish  provenance;  it  was  presented  to  the  Museum 
by  the  Conde  de  Valencia,  the  historian  of  the  tapestries  in  the  Royal 
Spanish  collection,  and  has,  following  Mr  G.  L.  Hunter,  stylistic  relations 
with  one  of  the  scenes  in  the  Cluny  unicorn  tapestries.  Both  our  example 
and  the  Valencia  tapestry  were  executed  from  the  same  cartoon,  the 
figures,  milli'fleurs,  and  accessories,  even  to  the  initials  upon  the  lady's 
sash,  being  virtually  identical.  The  present  hanging,  however,  in  virtue 
of  its  technique  and  coloring,  must  be  ascribed  to  a  somewhat  later  date, 
probably  towards  the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century,  although  one 
expert  has  placed  it  as  late  as  the  seventeenth  century,  which  seems  to  us 
unlikely.  The  design  is  evidently  the  work  of  an  important  master,  the 
handling  of  the  figures  and  the  arrangement  of  the  millefleurs  in  the 
cartoon  showing  an  exceptional  facility  for  tapestry  composition.
